President Roosevelt’s Heart 
Talk With the Nation Laid 
Before Reopened Congress, 
Settling Japanese Crisis, 
Projecting New Taxation 
Scheme and Standing Pat 
on the Tariff—Senate Calls 
For Negro Troops’ Dis- 
missal Papers —- Supreme 
Court Against Miners’ 
Leaders. 


| LEGISLATIVE | 


Opening of Short Session. 

With the customary formalities and 
in the presence of galleries crowded 
with spectators the senate and house 
of representatives, comprising the Fif- 


ty-ninth congress, assembled Dec. 3. 


The message from the chief executive 
was not sent in, however, until the 
next day, and the house adjourned ear- 
ly out of respect to the memory of 
members who had died during the re- 
cess. The reappearance of New York’s 
discredited senators, Platt and Depew. 
confirmed the previous reports to the. 
effect that nel- 
ther had any in-., 
tention of re- 
signing. Platt 
was extremely 
decrepit, but 
Depew appear- 
ed as robust and 
chipper as ever. 
To a reporter he 
remarked that 
the two years of 
public» abuse 
Y through which 
he had passed 
had greatly re- 
duced the size of 
his head, swoll- 
en by fifty years of public praise, 

In the senate the negro troops issue 
was forced into prominence, contrary 
to the’ usual courtesy of doing noth- 
Ing before .the reading of the presi- 
dent’s message. Two Republican sen- 
ators, Penrose of Pennsylvania and 
Foraker of Ohio, introduced resolutions 
demanding. from the president full in- 
formation regarding his discharge. of 
the battalion of negro troops. 

Later the senate passed these reso- 
lutions without the formality of a roll 
call, although there was some sharp 
discussion over the customary provi- 
sion “if in- his judgment it is com- 
patible with the public interest,” 
which occurred in the Penrose reso- 
lution, but not in Foraker’s. Senator, 
Foraker was particularly severe in 
his remarks on the president’s action, 
remarking that “if the president can 
dismiss a battalion he can dismiss a 
regiment or the entire army,”) and 
asked what was the use of congress 
raising an army If. the president could 
‘with the stroke of his pen disband it. 
He also said that Major Blocksom’s 
report, was the most fllmsy testimony 
on which a conviction was ever based. 


Defeat of Pilotage Bill. 

Just as the- house machinery was 
‘fairly started, under the trained hands 
of Speaker Cannon and his. Republican 
associates, and gverything was moving 
along smoothly* there came a sudden 
and unexpected jolt in the effort to 
turn out a bill which had been intro- 
duced by Littlefield to remove discrim- 
inations against sailing vessels in the 
coasting trade. The Seamen’s union 
was opposed to it, and, although it 
passed on the informal vote, the roll 
call disclosed 164 against it and 110 
for it, much to the surprise and dis- 
pleasure of the house leaders. It 
was generally regarded as a victo 
for organized labor. . 


Beveridge’s Child Labor Bill. 

One of the most interesting features 
of new legislation proposed was the 
bill introduced by Senator Beveridge 
to prohibit carriers of {nterstate com- 
merce from transporting products of 
factories and mines which employ chil- 
dren under fourteen years of age. It 
requires that no products thus condi- 
tloned shall be transported until the 
owner or agent of the factory or mine 
producing them shall file with the car- 
ter proof that the provisions of the 
act have been complied with, and the 
affidavit is to be renewed every six 
months. The provision for violation is 
a fine of from $1,000 to $10,000 upon 
the agent of the carrier or imprison- 
ment from one to six months, Prior to 
the opening of the session Senator 
Beveridge in a public address had de- 
clared that child labor breeds blind 
hatred and that {f the evil continued 
the country would be cursed with a 
million Hooligans and that after thor- 
ough study of the matter and consulta- 
tion with the ablest constitutional law- 
yers he was satisfied that his bill would 
stand as law. , 


The Cabinet Nominations. 

Another break with precedent was 
the sending in of cabinet nominations 
on the first day of the session and be- 
fore the transmission of the president’s 
message. It was also remarkable that 
some of the places for which nomina-

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tions were made. are not to become 
vacant for several weeks. Among the 
nominations was that of James R. 
Garfield to be secretary of the interior 
notwithstanding that Secretary Hitch- 
cock is not to.retire until March. It 
was suggested that this action amount- 
ed to the president saying to certain 
members of his cabinet: ‘“Here’s your 
hat. What's your hurry?” Other nom-

Points of President’s Message. 

The message which President Roose- 
velt sent to congress, a document con- 
taining about 26,000 words, is regard- 
ed on all sides as a state paper of un- 


usual scope and force, dealing, as it 


does, with nearly every issue before 
the American people. As had been. 
expected, he handled the Japanese 
school question without gloves, refer- 
ring to San Francisco’s exclusion of 
Japanese pupils from the public schools 
as a “wicked absurdity,” saying that 
it was a sure mark of low civilization 
and low morality to abuse or discrim- 
inate against the stranger and that 
this hostility might be “fraught with 
the gravest consequences to the na- 
tion.” He lauds the Japanese people 
for their progress, refers to the duty 
of the national government to guaran- 
tee the fulfillment of its treaty obliga- 
tions and recommends an act providing 
for the naturalization of the Japanese 
and also such an amendment to the 
criminal and civil statutes as will en- 


able the president to enforce the rights 


of aliens. under treaties. He says he 
will do everything in his power, using 
both military and civil forces of the 
United States, as the matter now 
stands to protect the Japanese in their 
treaty rights. 

Next to this new and uppermost is- 
sue of international policy in public 
interest was the president’s recom- 
mendation in favor of graduated, in- 
heritance and income tax laws not 
only for the purpose of raising rev- 
en but also “to put a constantly 
incfeasing burden on the inheritance of 
those swollen fortunes which It is cer- 
tainly of no benefit to this country to 
perpetuate.” 

In line with this policy the president 
urges a law giving the government the 
right of appeal in criminal cases, say- 
ing that it would greatly assist in the 
successful prosecution of the criminal 
corporations or trusts. ro 

He renews his recommendation for 
a meat inspection law charging cost of 
inspection to the packers. 

All public coal lands should be with- 
drawn from sale or entry. 

Unregulated competition, it is as- 
serted, results in a single corporation 
or individual rising at the expense of 


the fact that under existing articles 
for the government: of the navy he’ 
had no longer authority to dismiss an 
officer in time of peace except through 
a court martial sentence and that even 
in war his right is subject to re- 
view on appeal, referring to a recent 
case where an officer who was known 
to have behaved indecently was not 
dismissed by the court martial. The 
president thinks he should have the 
authority to dismiss any officer whom 
he thinks unwarthy to remain in the 
service and that the danger of its 
belng abused is outweighed by other 
considerations, 


The Government's Finances. 

The report of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Shaw discloses a large increase in 
the national revenue, the total receipts 
having been .$762,386,904, while the to- 
tal expenditure amounted to $736;717,- 
582, leaving a surplus for the fiscal 
year of $25,669,322. Notwithstanding 
the issue of Panama bonds, the public 
debt on Nov. 1 was $925,159,250, about 
two-thirds of which was held in trust 
as security for circulating bank notes. 
As compared with the preceding year 
the receipts increased $65,285,634, while 
the expenditure increase only $16,- 
612,083. By Oct, 15 the gold in the 
treasury had increased to $871,893,899, 
the largest amount ever held. -The vol- 
ume of national bank notes increased 
$65,392,554. During the year ending 
Sept. 30 450 national banks were char- 
tered, of which 309 started with $25,- 
000 capital and 141. with $50,000 or 
over. 

Many of these were made over from 
state or private banks. There were 
488 national bank failures, and 1,743 
were placed in voluntary liquidation. 
Total number of banks now chartered 
is 6,187. The year shows the largest 
custom receipts in the history of the 
country, over $300,000,000 having been 
collected at the various duty ports. 
The secretary tells how, encouraged by 
his offer of deposits equal to the 
amount of gold engaged abroad, about 
$50,000,000 in gold bullion had been 
brought from Europe, Australia and 
South Africa without expense to the 
government and without profit to the 
banks, but with benefit to the business 
interests which were in need of money. 
The, report again advocates the issu- 
ance of credit currency and opposes 
the central bank plan for returning 
money into circulation. 


Ambassador McCormick Quits. 

tt was announced at Washington 
that Robert 8. McCormick, ambassa- 
dor to France, would retire from the 
diplomatic service in a few weeks and 
that Henry White, ambassador to It- 
aly, would be transferred to Paris. It 
is understood that McCormick’s retire- 
ment is due to his outspoken sympathy 


for the Russians during the war with. 


Japan, when he was ambassador at 
St. Petersburg. Lloyd C. Griscom, am- 
bassador to Brazil, will be sent to 
Rome, and Charles P. Bryan, minister 
to Portugal, will be promoted as am- 
bassador to Brazil, 
More Inoculation Deaths. 
Two more of the twenty-four prison- 
ers at Bilibid, Philippines, who were 
inoculated with plague germs in the 
course of experiments with antichol- 
era serum have died, making the num- 
ber twelve. The matter has caused 
great bitterness among the Philippine 
population. It is supposed that tubes 
containing plague germs and others 
filled with serum had become mixed.

The president insists that “the best 
way to avert the very undesirable 
move for the governmental ownership 
of railways” is to secure control and 
regulation of interstate carriers. 

The horrors incident to child labor 
are “a blot on our civilization” and a 
law for federal territory is recom- 
mended. 

Power to deal with the divorce and 
race suicide evil should be conferred 
on the national government. 

Again a law is asked for prohibiting 
all corporations from contributing to 
the campaign expense of any party. 

Judges are warned to use great care 
in.exercising power of injunction. 

In regard to the lynching problem 
the remedy proposed is swift and or- 
derly punishment by death for all 
criminal attacks on women, the presi- 
dent even going so far as to say that 
“assault with attempt to commit rape 
should be made capital crime, at least 
in the discretion of the court,’ while 
the trial should be so conducted that 
the victim need not be wantonly sham- 
ed while giving testimony.

House of Michael F. D’: F. D’Arcy Burned to 
Ground. Cause Unknown. 


The beautiful residence of M. F. 
D’Arcy’ in the Scotland district was 
burned co the ground early last Saturday 
evening, causing a loss of about $30,000, 
partially—covered by insurance. The 
dwelling was one of the finest in this 
town, commodious, thoroughly modern 
and elegantly furnished. It was built 
about five years ago. - 

The cause of the fire has not been 
determined. Earlier in the day, it is 
said, the water pipes in the attic had 
been thawed out, but so far as is known, 
no fire was left in the attic. 

The blaze apparently started in the 
attic near the chimney and was dias- 
covered bursting through the roof by 
neighbors before the occupants of the 
house, Frank D’Arcy, the owner’s son, 
and a domestic, were aware that there 
was a fire. The flames burned a hole 
through the roof and then burst through 
the windows in the upper story, spread- 
ing rapidly. 

Two alarms were sounded from box 
23, and the Andover and Ballardvale 
departments responded promptly, but 
lack of water.and the headway that the 
fire had gained made it impossible for 
the firemen to save the house. Water 
had to be pumped through 1800 feet of 
hose from Holt’s\ pond. The extreme 
cold and a high wind made the work of 
combating the flames all the harder for 
the firemen. 

Considerable of the fnrniture on the 
lower floors was saved, including a valu- 
able piano and a billiard table. 

What furniture was saved was removed 
to the farm house on the D’Arcy estate, 
which the family will occupy temporarily. 

The fire was a spectacular one, the 
house standing on an elevation which 
made the blaze visible from many distant 
points.

Supreme Court Decisions. 

The supreme court confirmed the 
conviction of: the Chattanooga Foundry 
and Pipe works for being a member 
of the pipe. trust, which charged the 
city of Atlanta unlawful prices for 
pipe. 

The court-reversed the judgment of 

the federal court in Florida which 
awarded to the heirs of Jobn Forbes 
& Co. 1,200,000 acres of land claimed 
under the grant made by Spanish 
authority before the cession of Florida. 
The higher court now holds that that 
grant was void and could not be re- 
vived by an act of 1860. 
“The right of the Florida railroad 
commission to regulate rates on freight 
within that state was confirmed by the 
supreme court in three cases brought 
by the Atlantic Coast Line and Sea- 
board Air Line. 

The United States supreme court dis- 
missed the appeals of* President Moy- 
er and Secretary Haywood of the 
Western Federation of Miners, togeth- 
er with George A. Pettibone, another 
member of that organization, from re- 
fusal of the Idaho supreme court and 
the federal court in that state to re- 
lease them on.writs of habeas corpus 
pending trial on 
the charge of 
having plotted 
the assassina- 
tion of ex-Gov- 
ernor Steunen- 
berg in Decem- 
ber, 1905. The

claring that the accused men will have 
a fair trial at an early date. He seeks 
to counteract the widespread impres- 
sion that the state of Idaho had made’ 
up a case against these men and was 
bent upon convicting them, innocent 
or guilty.

Chester Gillette Sentenced. 

The trial of Chester A. Gillette on 
the charge of having murdered Grace 
Brown ended with a verdict of guilty 
in the first degree, and sentence was 
pronounced after motion for a new 
trial had been made. The young man 
retained his remarkable nerve and self 
possession when the verdict was ren- 
dered. It was reported that two guards 
overheard him confessing his guilt to 
counsel. 


Burned Trust’s Tobacco Plants. 

Discontent over the low prices paid 
by the tobacco trust for tobacco leaf 
in the district about Princeton, Ky., 
resulted in the destruction of two of 
the trust's tobacco factories by a mob 
of 300 masked farmers. The loss was 
estimated at $200,000. 


Wall Paper Trust the Worst. 

The circuit court of appeals at Cin- 
cinnati decided against the Continental 
Wall Paper company, which had 
brought suit against a dealer of the 
city to recover $57,000 for goods sold 
to him, stating that this company was 
the most complete and unjustly organ- 
ized trust that it knew anything about. 
The local dealer had been compelled 
to buy his goods of this company at its 
own price, and the court heid that the 
trust,. being an illegal organization, 
was not entitled to any aid or support | 
in pressing its claim. 

Teamsters Leader on Trial. 

There have been several sensational 
developments in the trial of Cornelius 
P. Shea, president of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters at Chicago, 
who, with fourteen associates, is charg.-. 
ed with conspiracy in the conduct of

Frank B: Kéllogg and-C.-A. Severance 
of St. Paul were appointed to make an 
investigation which will extend from 
New York to San Francisco and will 
require at least sixty days. 

The federal grand jury of Salt Lake 
City later presented indictments 
against the Union Pacific railroad and 
coal companies, the Oregon Short Line 
and several officials of the Harriman- 
Gould system, charging discrimination, 
conspiracy and perjury. 4 


COMMERCIAL 


$100,000,000 For the Atchison. 

_ The directors of the Atchison, Tope- 
ka and Santa Fe railroad have formu- 
lated a plan by which the capital is to 
be increased to $250,000,000, thus aim- 
ing to provide for the road’s needs for 
many years to come. Notwithstanding 
that there is no floating debt and that 
they have $15,000,000 in the bank, itis 
deemed necessary to provide for in- 
creased facilities in order. to handle 
the business. 


Union Pacific’s Success. 

The annual report of the Union Pa- 
cific railroad showed an increase of 
nearly $8,000,000 in gross transporta- 
tion receipts, while the income from 
investments amounted to $10,329,815, 
At the same time the fixed charges 
were reduced over $2,000,000 through 
the retirement of bonds. The total sur- 
plus was $12,232,249 after allowing for 
8 per cent on common stock and a 
charge to the reserve fund. 


Pennsylvania Sells C. and O. 

The Pennsylvania railroad has sold 
to Kuhn, Loeb & Co. all its holdings of 
Chesapeake and Ohio stock, amount- 
ing to 150,300 shares of a par value of 
$15,630,000. 


Lords Favor Labor Bill. 

The trades disputes bill, which has 
a clause conferring on labor unions 
immunity from prosecution for dam- 
age on account of sirikes, passed its 
second reading in the British house of 
lords on Dec. 4. At the same time the 
leaders made it known that they op- 
posed the measure, but would allow it 
to pass because the general election 
had given the government a mandate 
to enact it. 


Russian Famine Growing Worse. 
Terrible suffering from starvation is 
reported in many parts of Russia, it 
being estimated that’ 20,000,000 of the 
population was now included in the 


famine stricken district. ‘Thousands tf 


peasants are living on weeds and hay 
and are so physically weak as to be 
unable to perform any labor. Inde- 


' pendent organizations attempting to 


distribute relief are suppressed by the 
government because suspected of revo- 
but the govern- 
ment’s methods are totally inadequate. 
It is said that in some places the 
wives and daughters of peasants are 
being sold into slavery to obtain 
money.

Lords Pass Education Bill. .

Old Age Pensions In England. 

Premier Campbell-Bannerman told a 
deputation of Liberal and Labor mem- 
bers of the house that the matter of 
old age pensions would soon be taken 
up as one of the government’s policies, 
He thought that the scheme would fa- 
vor thrift and independence. Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer Asquith also 
agreed to this proposition. 

Deputies Snub Count Boni. 

In the’ French chamber of deputies 
when Count Boni de Castellane enter- 
ed the debate on the Morocco question 
fully half of the members arose and 
left the chamber.

Moralization of the Rich. 

In an address at Ithaca President 
Schurman of Cornell said he believed 
that a law regulating prices in differ- 
ent sections of the country would be 
enacted to prevent discrimination, fol- 
lowing the principles of the common 
law. He thought the time would come 
when truth, honor and morality would 
be as much a part of Wall street as of 
the country village. The big task. of 
the future he defined as “the morali- 
zation of the rich.” What he regarded 
as the defect of socialism was ‘that It 
puts upon the»shoulders of govern- 
ment what government is totally in- 
capable of doing.” He admitted ‘the 
{lls of the wage earners, but said that 
the captains of industry must be made 
to ‘share profits.

At some central point a correspond- 
ence bureau, the fees of which would

Cost and Standard of Living. 

The recent New York state confer- 
ence of charities and corrections creat- 
ed a special committee to report what 
constitutes the essentials of a normal 
standard of living and the cost of such 
a living for a definite social unit at 
this time in the principal cities and 
towns. Lee K. Frankel of New York 
was appointed chairman of this com- 
mittee.

COMMUNICATIONS: 


To the Editor of the Townsman:— 

Dear Sir: As winter is beginning 
early and strong, may we not hope to have 
this year an alleviation of some of the 
severities which not it, but our way of 
meeting it, have hitherto imposed? . It is 
the function of the snow-plow to render 
walking convenient. But it has often 
happened in previous winters that the 
plow did not appear on the streets until 
all the mill-hands had long gone to their 
work, the business men to their stores, 
the Boston travellers to their trains, the 
children and students to school. And it 
seems as if the plow were preparing to 
keep its bed to a similar hour for another 
winter. For on Thursday, Dec. 6, it 
passed through Main street, in the cen- 
tre of the town, for the first time at 9.45 
a.m., and along lower School street and 
Central street at 11.45. If these were 
outlying portions of the town, the plow 
might perhaps have something to say for 
itself. But is there any reason why 
citizens in the very middle and most 
frequented parts of the town should be 
compelled to be their own plows? 

Several years ago a storm began one 
afternoon which promised to be one of 
the severest of the winter, and which 
fulfilled its promise. No attempt was 
made for thirty-six hours to clear side- 
walks or streets, and by that time the 
iced snow was so deep and hard that a 
plow was useless, and the Town paid 
several hundred dollars for shovelling 
and three days’ obstructed travel. But 
the railroads, steam and electric, could 
not afford this expensive aud dilatory 
process, but kept their plows running al! 
night, and took their passengers and 
fares as usual next day. Would it not 
have been much cheaper, to say nothing 
of the greater convenience to the citi- 
zens, if the Town also had put its plows 
upon the streets the first afternoon of 
the storm and kept them running all 
night? ‘The extra pay this would have 
involved would have been slight in com- 
parison with the expense actually en- 
tailed. The theory that breaking out 
paths does not begin until the storm is 
over, is one which should be promptly 
thrown aside with other village con- 
ditions, and in a town of many, complex 
activities, like Andover, the snow-plow’s 
hours of business*should be before light 
in the morning, and in a severe storm, 
all night.

A condition of untruthfulness does pre- 
vail, 2. very lamentable and sad condition 
and while we hear of the spread of the 
disease on every hand, we do not hear 
much of a remedy. Just as our friend 
pictured the very dark condition of af- 
fairs and the still darker possibilities if 
things continue in that line.

Every year at Christmas time we see 
wreaths and crosses made of laurel 
leaves for sale in many stores. It is not 
unusual to see churches, stores and_pri- 
vate houses decorated with laurel leaves 
and branches.
